Mildew May Be 
Found On Alfalfa 


VISALIA, Apr. 30—New stands 
of alfalfa showing light green and 
yellow leaves at this time are 
probably infested with downy mil- 
dew. Where mildew is present, 
the underside of the leaves will 
have a grayish, felt-like fungus 
growth, says Farm Advisor Bill 
Sallee. Soon after infection, the 
leaves turn yellow. The advanced 
stages turn red or purple and of- 
ten fall from the plant. 

Mildew may inhibit growth to 
some extent, and may kill a few 
plants in severe cases. However, 
it seldom causes much damage 
since it disappears with warmer 
temperatures. The variety, Moa- 
pa, is quite susceptible to mildew.
